
Onaway State Park was acquired by the State in 
1920 and was dedicated a State Park in 1921.



Onaway State Park is located on the southeast shore of 
beautiful Black Lake in Presque Isle County.  The park 

encompasses 118 acres of rugged but picturesque land, 
including sand cobblestone beaches, large unique rock 

out-croppings and a diverse variety of trees.

Enclosed Pavilion
This very popular pavilion 
overlooking Black Lake is available 
for group activities and family 
reunions.  The fee for renting the 
pavilion is $50.00 per day.



At 10,130 acres, Black Lake is the seventh largest lake in Michigan.  It abounds with
walleye, muskellunge, northern pike, yellow perch, smallmouth bass, and the elusive lake
sturgeon.  The boat launch at the park provides safe and easy access to the rich, year-
round fishery.  

The nearby city of Onaway has been designated the “Sturgeon Capital of Michigan.”



Camping
Onaway State Park features 82 modern campsites with electricity at each site.  The 

campground, set among virgin white pines, offers solitude and serenity, and plenty of 
family fun.  Rates are $20/$16 per night, depending on the season.



Shoreview Cabin



Shoreview Cabin
This 400 square foot cabin is situated on the lakeshore of Black Lake.  It offers a covered front porch, 
large universally accessible deck, fire circle, outdoor grill, rowboat, electrical outlets and shelves for food 
and supplies.  Campers must supply their own bedding, dishes and cookware.

The cabin sleeps up to 
six people with a futon 
in the living area and 
two sets of bunk beds 
in their own rooms.
